Dear Mr President: 

In connection with the Supplemental Examinations we have come upon 
a rather new situation, which I take it should be cleared up. At the 
Annual Examinations in the Spring the Colleges have been rejecting candidates 
in Religious Knowledge/ This involves the Theological Colleges, Victoria, 
Trinity, St Michael's, Wycliffe and Knox. Ve require every candidate for 
a Supplemental to pay the regular fee, but none of the College representatives 
are named specifically as Hxaminers in Religious Knowledge. As a result 
the University receives payment for an Examination not directly under its 
control. Two of the Colleges have raised the question as to whether 
the fees should not go entirely to them. It seems to me that that would 
be disregarding the University's rights entirely. 1 think the matter 
would be satisfactory to these Colleges if the student paid the regular fee 
to the Bursar and then the University pay to the College authorities the 
amount due for setting the paper and reading the answers, and we would then 
be paying the College examiner in the same way as our regular Staff. 

If this is a satisfactory solution to the Board of Governors I shall 
be glad to act upon it in the payment of the Examiners this Fall.
